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Smoky blaze 
endangers 
entire town

ROGERSON - A Rogerson family’s 
home burned to the ground Thursday 
afiemoon when winds fanned a brush fire 
out of control, threatening homes, trailers 
and sheds and leaving thi.s burg in a haze' 
of smoke and heat. 

If townspeople and passing motorists 
hadn't battled ^e blaze before firefighters 
from several agencies arrived, Hamas 
might have spread from the northwest part 
of town across Salmon Dam Road, 
threatening numerous structures in the 
south part oftown. 

As it was, the flames burned near several 
homes and approached a couple mobile 
homes. 

Nearly 30 firefighters from Kimberly, 
Filer and Rogerson, as well as Bureau of 
Land Management crews, fought the fire 
for nearly three hours. Probably at least 30 
volunteers helped fight (he fire. 

Crews got water from a pond a quarter- 
mile north oftown owned by Ralph Snell. 

Twin Foils County Deputy Sheriff Jim 
E. Webb said late Thursday that authorities 
did not know how the fire .started, but that 
the flames appeared to spread in all 
directions at once. He estimated five to' 10 
acres burned. 

*i’m glad that cve^body was here to 
help. Otherwise, 1 think the whole town 
could have went,” Webb said. 

One resident said she heard cars and 
lawnmowers explode os the fire swept 
south from a field toward the home of 
Jerry and Sharon Adermunn. 

Sharon Adcrmann wa.s sleeping in the 
home when a neighbor girl knocked on the 
door and wakcaed her. ... . 

’•Tlicy were already working on it when 
they woke me up," Adcrmann said. 

She escaped unhurt but watched'hcr. 
house bum down as volunteers fought to 
stem the blaze. Her husband and two 
children were not home. 

“Wc lost everything but two vehicles 
and the dogs," she said. 

The fire started around 3 p.m. in a field 
north of the Adcrmann home. 'A 
northeasterly wind fanned the flames cost 
and the fire engulfed a trailer filled with 
antique furniture. The flames threatened 
the home of Terri and Dan Whitney, 
jumped across the old highway running 
through town and scorched fields near U.S. 
Highway 93. 

Terri Whitney, whose home sits on the 
west side of the old 93 and north of the 
Salmon Dam Road, said the blaze started 
in a field behind her house. Her children, 
who had been swimming in a nearby pond, 
ran home shouting that the field was on 
fire. Whitney tried to fight the flames' as 
they burned toward the home. 

“The wind came up and the flames 
engulfed everything. It came right at'us." 
Whitney said. "It got so smoky, wc 
couldn't see." 

Whitney heard cars exploding as the fire 
spread,

Terri Whitney sent one of her children lo 
warn the Adermanns. 

Marty Pool and Doug Fritts were driving 
back from Jackpot on their motorcycles 
when they spotted the flames. They helped 
dig a fire line and were using a hose lo stop 
the flames from marching toward 
Adermann’s home. 

“Wc kept on forcing it back ... The hose 
lost water," Pool said. “Wc tried to save 
the house but wc just didn't do it." 

Pool said the flames were so intense that 
he turned the hose on himself several times 
to stop from burning. 

When the Adermanns' home was lost to 
flames. Pool. Fritts ond others concentrated 
on keeping the fire from leaping across the 
Salmon Dam Road. 



BLM fire crews arrived quickly, and 
shortly after that firefighters from the Twin 
Falls Mutual Fire Insurance Co. and the 
Filer, Rogerson and Kimberly volunteer 
fire departments reached the scene. 

By then, around 3:30, the Adcrmann 
home was engulfed in flames. 

Crews transferred water from a 2,500- 


gallon tanker truck into a 3,000-gallon 
holding tonk. From there, firefighters 
pumped water on the Adermanns’ home, 
but after a while all only smouldering 
remains were left of the house. 

Smaller fire trucks worked the fields 
north of the Adermanns’ and cast across

Hopes revive

MOSCOW — Some Americans 
imprisoned after World War II may * 
still be alive in the former Soviet 
Union, the Rus.sian co-chairman of a 
commission investigating U.S. 
POWs said Thursday. 

In an article written for the 
newspaper izvestia, Gen. Dmitry 
Volkogonov said Soviet authorities 
had pressured 39 Americans to 
renounce their citizenship.. He said 
those who refused wcre jailcd as 
spies, and those who agreed- were 
sent to prison camps anyway. 

“There is reason to believe that 
some of them arc still alive and that 
they live on the territory of the 
former U.S.S.R.," Volkogonov 
wrote, citing newly released KGB 
documents. 

Malcolm Toon, Volkogonov's 
American counterpart on the com- 
mission, said in June he doubted 
there were ony POWs still im- 
prisoned in the former Soviet Union.

Since then, the net gain in the West has declined to

The number of people moving to the Midwest rose 
by 14 percent in the decade. In the West, the number . 
of people moving in declined by 12 percent: in the ;

Officials sign pact on chemical arms 

WASHINGTON — Top Pcnugon and Russian officials signed an 
agrccmeni at the Pentagon Tluirsday to use $25 million set aside by 
Congress for tlie destruction of Russian chemical weapons, a Pen- 
tagon spokesman said. 

Tlie S25 million is part of a larger S4()0 million appropriation set 
aside by Congress to help destroy nuclear, chemical and other 
weapons of mass destmetion built by the former Soviet Union. 

Tlie S2.‘i million will be usetl to help Russians draw tip a plan for 
the destruction of their weapons, to establish an alami system for de- 
tecting leaks or problems with the weapons, and to esiaiilisli visits and 
demonstration programs to educate Russian experts in the destruction 
of chemical weaponry, said Pentagon spokesman Pete Williams. 

Panel; Don’t require AIDS disclosure 

WASHINGTON — Tlie National Commission on AIDS said 
Tliursday medical workers should not be forced to disclose whether 
they have the virus.

The water-skier was reported to the 
Twin Falls County Sheriff’s 
Department. But the department’s 
motorboat wasn’t available for a 
deputy to take to Pillor Fulls, so the 
lawbreaker got away. Hempleman 
said. 

A deputy would have to see 
someone skiing to issue a ticket, he 
said. 

The person on the individual 
motorized ski talked a shcriir s deputy 
out of ticketing him, Hempleman said. 
Evidently that person persuaded the 
deputy that a sign listing proscribed 
activities was worded vaguely, so the 
deputy let that person go. 

The sign lists several rules for the 
park, among them: No water-skiing 
shall be allowed; nor will any 
iridividual power skis be allowed. 

The deputy wasn't sure that a ticket 
would stand up in court, Hempleman 
said. "We need to reword the signage," 

■ Hempleman said. 

Tiie commission would move 
quickly to fix the problem, he said. 
"Absolutely,” he .said. 

Tlte park runs from Pillar Falls, east 
of the Perrine Bridge, downriver to 
Auger Falls. The county commission 
banned water-skiing and the use of Jet- 
Ski-like machines at the park after a 
long community debate last year. 

Both types of ^^kiing were 
considered too dangerous for that 
narrow stretch of river. County 
residents also said wanted a quieter 
park.

Ferry men have admitted poaching live 
protected sturgeon from the Snake River 
and will serve a minimum jail tenn. 

Elmore County Magistrate John 
Scllman ordered Francisco Ortiz and his 
brother-in-law Miguel Salas to serve a 
total of four days in jail and pay S2.300 in 
fines and penalties along with court co.sts 
and public defender fees. 

They also lost their hunting, fishing and 
trapping privileges for a total of six years. 

Idaho Department of Fish and Game 
conservation officer Jeff Day said he 
received an anonymous tip that Ortiz had 
been poaching sturgeon and found three 
sturgeon heads at the Ortiz home. 

Two others were discovered at the Salas 
home. The fish had been three to four feet 
in length. 

Because sturgeon do not start 
reproducing until 12 years old and then 
only in five- to 10-ycar cycles, the species 
has been under catch-and-rcleasc 
protection since 19?0.

Bo knows what ails America 


Backers of Populist Party candidate Gritz rally for freedom

TWIN FALLS - Listen up. all you 
disappointed Ross Perot supporters: James 
"Bo" Gritz wants you. 

Local supporters of the retired Green 
Beret colonel (whose lost name rhymes 
widi "fights”) rallied Thursday evening in 
front of the Twin Falls County Courthouse 
to promote his long-shot presidential 
candidacy. 

And to hear them talk, Gritz is the lost 
chance to save the United States from 
being absorbed into a sinister “new world 
order." 

"Bush has stated more than 200 times in 
the lost two years that he wants the world 


to be under one govcmmeni.” said John 
Knudsen of Twin Falla. "Who’s going to 
run that government? What freedoms will 
he lose?" he asked. "It kind of scores you.” 

Other positions cited by the 40 or so 
Gritz supporters gathered on the 
courthouse lawn were bringing home any 
American prisoners of war still being held 
captive in Southeast Asio; abolishing the 
Federal Reserve System, ond shutting 
down, or ot Icost curtailing, the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Gritz, S3, is a highly decorated Viewam 
veteran who has spent much time scorching 
for POWs and soldiers listed as missing in 
action in Indochino. He lives in Sondy 
Volley, Ncv., and is the candidate of the 
Populist Party. 


Idoho is one of about a dozen states 
where Gritz will appear on the ballot, 
occording to the spokesman for his national 
campaign. 

John Ruscckas, a retired Air Force 
colonel who is leading a cros.s-couiiiry 
"march on Washington" of Gritz 
supporters, described the campaign as a 
"war to win our country back." 

And. since most major medio. outlets 
have ignored Gritz’s campoign, Ruscckas 
told the Twin Falls crowd, the war will be 
won with more unorthodox weapons. Like 
slickers. 

The plan, he said, is to distribute 
thousands ofGritz stickers to truckers, who 
will plaster them on the sides of their

Ketchum’s top cop waits, wonders

KETCHUM — Supporters of embattled 
Kctchum police chief Cal Ncvland gathered 
Thursday evening to sec whether Ncvland 
would still have a job this morning. 

But a 5:30 p.m. disciplinary hearing by 
the Kctchum City Council quickly turned 
into a 5:50 p.m. executive session that 
stretched late into the evening. 

Ncvland, who has held the reins of the 
Kctchum police department for 1 1 years, has 
been fighting for his job since the beginning 
of the year. 

Ncvland’s attorney, Keith Roark, 
demanded that the council air any 
grievances against his client before the 
public. 


But the council retired to the city 
aitoincy’s office down the street and called 
several officers in for interviews behind 
closed doors. Council members had not 
emented by Timcs-Ncws press time. 

Officer J.T. Creviston said he refused to 
answer the council’s questions. "I don’t trust 
them. They talked more than 1 did," he said. 

Creviston said the ongoing feud between 
the council and the police chief put a lot of 
stress on the officers. "Cal is a great chief of 
police. Hc*s the reason I’m here," said 
Creviston, who joined the force in 1981. 

The reasons for the tension between 
Ncvlond and the council aren’t completely 
clear, but the police chief did campaign 
heavily for Mayor Dan Hamilton, who 
ousted longtime councilmon Tom Held last 
November. 


The council conducted a hearing on 
Ncvland in June over his handling of a 
personal matter involving one ofhis officers. 
This month, council members have come up 
with a list of complaints against Ncvland 
that include his handling of drug 
investigations. 

Adding fuel to the fire is a recall 
movement torgeting three of the council 
members opposed to Ncvland. A petition 
drive to put Ed Simon, Pam Ritznu and 
Larry Young up for recall in November is a 
month old, and the petitioners must obtain 
the necessary signatures by late August. 

“It’s going well," said Ed Scott, one of the 
council’s most vocal critics through the 
Ncvland controversy. Scott said the Ncvland 
situation is the central is.suc behind the recall 
drive. 


Officials hope Twin Falls middle school 
concept will reach adolescent students

TWIN FALLS - Schools need to do a 
better job -of reaching adolescent smdehts, 
and the middle school-concept may help 
Twin Falls administrators do that. 

Although their names will not change, the 
educational philosophy driving Robert 
Stuart and O'Leary Junior high school will 
shift in the coming school year, Stuart 
Principal Dole Thomsbeny told the Twin 
Falb Kiwonis Club Thursday. 

“There is a need for o different approach 
to deal with these kids," Thomsbeny sold. 

Youngsters in their early teens just 
entering Junior high school are often 


frightened a whole new way of learning 
- moving from class to class, dealing with 
six or seven different teachers and handling 
more subjects, Thomsbeny said. 

Statistics show that, if students don't 
succeed in the seventh grade, they won't 
moke it tbmigh high school, he said, noting 
that 20*25 percent of Idaho students who 
begin ninth grade don't get their diploma. 

The goal of the middle-school concept, 
which has gained fovor in school districts 
across the country, is to cose the transition 
from grade school to high school. 

Altbopgb the ideal years for a middle 
school are sixth through eighth grades, 
Twin Falls schools are limited by their 
current (helUties and will try to Implement 


the concept in the current junior high years 
of seventh through ninth grades. 

Seventh grade will be the focus this year, 
with teachers and administrators 
experimenting with "blocking" and 
“teoming.” 

Teaming involves groups of teachers 
from different subjects - history, math, 
english, science - who coordinate their 
lesson plans to lend meaning to the 
material, Thomsbeny said. 

Blocking allows those teachers more 
flexibility with, the hours spent with the 
students. If an English teacher needs two 
hours with a group of students, for example,

Evidently that person persuaded the 
deputy that a sign listing proscribed 
activities was worded vaguely, so the

The sign lists .several rules for the 
park, among them: No water-skiing 
shall be allowed; nor will any 
individual power skis be allowed. 

The deputy wasn't sure that a ticket 
would stand up in court. Hempleman 
said. “We need to reword the signage.”

Tlie park runs from Pillar Falls, east 
of the Perrine Bridge, downriver to 
Auger Falls.

sliould be regarded :is only a start. 
Hispanic residents deserve serious 
attention from all sectors of the 
estahlislied local leadersltip. 

In the decade before the !‘)‘)0 C'ensiis. 
Hispanics ineretised to percent of 
Mitiidoku County’s population, up from 
'.“i 1 percent. In Ca.ssia County, the gain 
was from ') percent to 1 3.-1 percent. 

The percentages are stnaller iti other 
parts of the Magic Valley, hut the trend is 
the siinic: Hispanics account for a 
growing share of the area’s population. 

As leaders reacli out to Hispanics. the 
greatest need will be for open ears and 
open minds. They may ITild that 
Hispanics have their own ideas about how 
they should be included in civic life -- 
ideas that don’t necessarily match what 
(he established leadership had in mind. 
The esiablisitment .should listen.

Health care causes concern 

I read the article on health care in your • 
newspaper with some concern as I liavc 
been a contributor to a private health fund 
for 40 years. 

Approximately 20 years ago, the federal 
and state governments introduced a 
government-sponsored medical scheme 
which was to provide medical care for all 
people and make redundant any support 
necessary from private health funds. 

Now wc have a condition wliich is 
described in the press as gros.s over- 
scrvicing. It seems that some medical 
practitioners saw the opponunity to incn;.isc 
their profit margin by providing the support 
facilities ncce.ssary to satisfy liic needs of 
their patients. 

Many new multi-purpose clinics appeared 
and when patients presented themselves for 
examination, they were "pul through the 
system.” X-ruys and patltology icsLs of 
considerable complexity were diagnosed os 
being necessary and the resulting medical 
claims were submitted through (he Medicare 
scheme. 

The total cost of medical care has 
mushroomed to the point where medical 
insurers have now sought from their 
contributors (he authority to automatically 
increase salary deductions to ensure that 
they arc never behind with their 
contributions; otherwise, contributors could 
find themselves with inadequate cover 
should a serious illness befall them. 

Tliink very carefully before you choose a 
sy.stcm which supposedly provides 
everything for everyone. So far, no system . 
has been devised that has achieved this goal. 

In the mean time, some medics now have 
garages which house two Mercedes.

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Problem isn’t Dan Quayle, it’s Bush 


Dan Quayle is not the first vice president 
whose leinire ha.s been placed in doubt, nor 
will he be the last. 

Indeed, a recurring ilicmc of postwar 
American politics has been whether this or 
that president was likely to dump his vice 
president. Richard N'xon survived one such 
cflbn in 1956. Lyndon Johnson apparently 
believed -- probably incorrectly •• that J«>hn 
H. Kennedy wanted to get rid <if him in 
196-1. 

And spectdalion about Quaylc’s future 
has plagued the fonner Inditma senator 
almost from ilic moment that President Bush 
plucked liim from political obscurity to be 
his 19X8 ninning mate. 

But the only time since World War II that 
(he (]uadrcnnial rumors came inie was when 
(he nation’s only non-elceted president. 
Gerald Ford, dropped his non-ciceted vice 
president. Nelson Rockefeller, in a 1975 
effort to neutralize eonscrvalivv Kepuhlican 
opposition. 

may Inivc helped Ford liim back 
Ronald Reagan's 1976 primary ehalicnge. 
But the president's eventual choice of 
K:msa.s Sen. Bob Dole may have been 
partially responsible for his eventual narrow 
generni election defeat. 

So the exercise is risky ;it best. 

In the case of Quayle. the situation is 
complicated by the political difficulty in 
which Bush finds himself just three months 
before the Nov. 3 election. 

For one thing. Quayle’s greatest weakness 
is probably among the .same suburbtin 
independents and moderate Republicans 
whir distigree with the president’s opposition 
to abonion rights. Keeping him miglil make 
tIio.se voters more likely to vote Dcmocntic 
this year. 

For another, initial polls .show thul the 
public thinks Ocmocrtnic nominee Al Gore

is far more qualified titan the incumbcni 
‘ vice president. 

And though analysts generally believe 
that only a .small proportion of Americans 
base their votes on the viee presidential 
candidates, a swing of one or two percent 
could decide a clAse election, 

.Still, there are far more political reasons 
for Bush to retain liis viee president, 
especially at this late date. 

Finsi. Quaylc’s political base is in the 
GOF's conservative wing, which has always 
had its doubts about Bush. Dropping llie 
vice president might reinforce those doiihls 
and reduce the GOF lumoui. 

Second, by dropping Quayle. Bush would 
in cITect tidmit that he had made a mistake 
in (he first place. I'ew politicians like to do 
that, and there's no sign that the president 
believes his choice wa.s wrong. 

More significantly, Busli i.s the man 
whose credibility was severely damaged 
when he abandoned his 1 988 campaign 
pledge of "no new taxes." 

Given his repeated endorsements of 
Quayle. staning with a 1989 interview with 
riic Dallas Morning News that he would 
"absolutely" be on the ticket, a second 
significant reversal could be especially 
damtiging. 

Indeed, it was somewhat surprising to 
learn last week that at the time that Bush 
was denouncing speculation about any 
change as ’’absurd." lie was revisiting the 
issue with his vice president. 

And ifanyonc in the Bush entourage 
thought that Quayle might voluntarily step 
aside, it was wishful thinking. 

Withdrawal from die ticket under fire 
would probably mean an end to the vice 


president’s 1996 presidential aspirations., 
And Quaylc's confidence in himself makes 
it unlikely that he would ever accept thq,; 
premise thui he wtus hurting the ticket. ;; 

Though somewhat accident prone ns in 
his willingness to discu.ss a hypothetica^ 
question about abortion and his 13-ycur-/?ld 
daugliier. the vice president has somet1rpp.s 
shown belter political iiustincis than the.,, 
president. 

Me was among those who pressed Buah to 
gel advuncc.'Congressional approval ofilTe 
military move in Kuwait. He reportedly 
opposed acceptance of o (ax iitcrcnsc. And 
he has sliowit n willingness that has beenj 
lacking in tltc prc.sideni to take the lead in 
pushing a more dynamic domc.siic progrrim. 

Besides, few in either party believe thqt 
Quayle is the president’s principal politi^il 
problem. Far more .serious is Bush’s 
inability to come to grips with the publiq>s 
desire for change by setting forth a cohurcnl 
rationale for a second term. li, 

Every time he i.s asked why he wants re- ■ 
eleetiun, Bush either starts talking ahoujf|ttis 
anii-erime and education programs or * 
responds with vague guncraliiius. 

That may improve if and when Sccre^ 
of State James Baker lakes command ol'.fitc 
re-election effort. Bush evidently needs a 
linn hand to manage both the politics aijcl 
tlte .sub.stanec of the campaign. m 

In the end, the president’s ability to 
convince voters that he has a good reasqo to 
be given a second term - along with lhe;i 
impact of the inevitable effort to denigrMc 
Bill Clinton's qualifications and character - 
will do more to determine the outcome than 
the public’s continuing doubts about Oa'^i 
Quayle. **

POCATELLO A state panel, will recommend that a plannetl 
study of radiation releases at the Idaho National Engineering Laiiora- 
lory be expanded lo-includc all types of hazardous releases and all 
possible means of human exposure. 

Pat MeCavran of the stale Office of Enviroumemal Mealili sahl the 
panel of health and environmental scientists and cili/ens will release 
its final report and recommendation (o the U..S. Centers For Disease 
Control in Sepicmbcr. 

The panel will also make suggestions to stale health olfieials and 
federal authorities and their contractors for improving ihe meiluKls of 
estimating past and current health hazards from dicmical aiul radioac- 
tive releases. 

Tlie major recommendation is for a closer review of ilie ways con- 
lamjnalion can spread such as through waterfowl, soil tieposils ami 
groundwater migration.

Political cartooi^t 
draws youngsters 
to park workshop

TWIN FALLS - By day. Dale Horn works for the 
Forest Service: aflcr hours, he toils away indoors - 
creating political cartoons for a newspaper in Alaska. 
Tomorrow, he will share his cartoon skills with a 
younger audience when he leads a workshop entitled 
■‘Tooning up" at Kids Art in the Park. 

Horn’s workshop was one of the first to fill up. 
according to Kid.<i Art organizer Ruth Turner. The more 
the better, according to Horn. 

"Kids are an easy audience,” said Horn, who was 
raised in Seattle in a family filled with artists. "Kids 
still have a lot of their natural crcotivity. and they 
•haven’t yet been told that it’s wrong to take risks." 

Horn led a cartooning workshop at Sawtooth 
Elementary School last year, so he’s well prepared for 
his Art in the Park .idvcnturc. 

When Horn was a child, he liked to watch a Seattle 
TV artist named Brakeman Bill and a Seattle TV 
weatherman who specialized in cartoon weather 
reports. More recently, while working for the Forest 
Service in Alaska, he began testing lii.s own cartoon 
skills professionally, at the newspaper where he is still 
under contract. 

Horn’s editorial cartoons, which run under the tog 
"Pine Needles," have addressed topics from Desert 
Storm to Michael Jordan to Earth Day. One depicts a 
-frustrated animal standing beside a sign that reads, 

•. "Bull moose hunting area oniy.” The caption? "Now 
that'.s sexual harassment.” 

Horn's cartoons, which have won awards from the 
Alaskan Press Women and the Alaskan Press Club, arc 
done in pen and ink. Horn also dubble.s in popicr-machc 
and architectural graphics. 

Working out of a basement office in his country 
home, Horn receives daily inspiration from a colorful 
poster hanging beside his desk. It’s a montage of 
popular cartoon characters, jammed together Waldo 
style. 

Horn’s favorite comic strips range from Calvin and 
Hobbes to Hi & Lois to Blondic. He’s especially partial 
to a Seattle cartoon called Adam, based on the life of a 
contemporary househusband, 

Horn’s own home and family life revolves around his 
wife, Rebecca, a professional storyteller and classical 
pianist, and their children, Marcus, 7, and Rachel. 3. 
The children have been helping Horn put his 
sketchbook in order for this weekend’s classes. 

"Whenever my children become critical of their 
artwork, 1 revert back to simple shapes, circles and 
dots,” said Horn, who insists that anyone can Icam to 
draw cartoons. "During the workshops, I will 
emphasize basic shapes and cartoon caricatures." 

Not long ago, one of Horn’s cartoon characters, 
shown plunking out tunes on a baby grand piano, 
graced a .scries of music association posters. Another 
cartoon, featuring nerve-racked employees ^ggling 
coffee cups and urgent memos, hangs on Horn’s office 
wall at the Sawtooth National Forest Service. It’s about

"Tlie single most imponant factor 
inlluencing cliildreii's literacy is the 
amount of lime they arc read to.

cholesterol foods or a private schoo| 
education tio noi seem to mailer."

book. "Raising Readers" (I’eguis 
Publishers. Winnipeg). 

Trips to the library can lie family 
outings. It's a cool place lo spend a 
hot day and "everybody can find 
sonieiliing there." Taylor advises. 
Making lime in a family's rouiinc 
for regular library visits again siiows 
cliildren li<nv imporianl parents 
consider them, she adds. 

Reading aloud is not something 
children ouigrow when they learn to 
read ihemselves.

BARCELONA, Spain — Olympic 
track and field, tarnished by Big Ben’s 
drug use in 1988, is tarnished by Baby 
Ben even as it begins this time. 

The sport that has spent four years 
trying to recover from the Ben Johnson 
scandal at the Seoul Games is troubled 
again. The problem now is a runner who 
once idolized Johnson. 

On the eve of today’s start of 
competition. British sprinter Jason 
Livingston — “Baby Ben” because of 


his resemblance to Johnson — was sent 
home by team officials after testing 
positive for steroid use in a random test 
two weeks ago. 

It was an inauspicious start for the 
"nine-day competition, which already was 
suffering from the absence of some of its 
biggest names — including women s 
sprint champion Kalrin Krabbc and 
Olympic heroes such as Roger Kingdom 
and Edwin Moses. 

Carl Lewis will not be defending nis 
100-meter title, and world champion Dan 
O’Brien won't be seeking a record in the 
decathlon. Florence Griffith Joyner is 


abdicating her throne as the queen of

Griffith Joyner retired after winning 
the 100 and 200 in Seoul.

Commissioner 
takes the stand 
in NFL trial

MINNEAPOLIS — The NFL’s 
restrictive frec-agency system i.s necessary 
to retain competitive balance in the league, 
commissioner Paul Tagliabuc testified 
Thursday in the antitrust case brought by 
eight players. 

Tagliabuc was the league s first witncs:. 
in the fivc-wcck-old federal trial of a suit 
against the NFL over its Plan B frec-agency 
system. The eight players say the system 
restricts them from offering their services 
around the league when their contracts 
expire. 

Tagliabuc testified that Plan B. the 
college drafi, roster size limits, the waiver 
system, and revenue sharing all help assure 
that the worst teams and the least 
financially stable teams have ii fair chance 
to sign the best players. 

Without those rules, wealthy teams and 
teams in large media markets like New 
York and Los Angeles would be able to 
attract more than their share of star players. 
Tagliabuc said. Ultimately, those team.s 
would dominate the league and fans would 
lose interest in the NFL. he contended. 

■‘The competitive balance of the league 
and indeed the financial balance of the 
league ultimately would be jeopardized, 
Tagliabuc said. 

As evidence. Tagliabuc pointed to the 
All-America Football Conference, which 
competed with the NFL from 1946 through 
1949. Many of the league's players were 
World War II veterans who were free 
agents.

•: For Davis, it was the culmina- 
tion of a dream that was painfully 
delayed. In 1987-88, Davis was 
averaging nearly 25 points u game 
•for the University of Texas. She 
"was one of the top players in the 
country. There was little doubt 
(^hal she was going to make the 
‘■Qlympic team. 

- But she suffered a knee injury 
of monumental proportions. Two 


ligaments were lorn, one was 
siretehed iind cartilage was lorn. 
She umlerweni- surgery Jan. I. 
1988, She Mill has the five screws 
in her knee, 

Bui -she was deiennined. She 
approached her rehabilitation with 
the resolve of a great alhlele. Six 
months later, after an injury lhai 
usuairy requires at least a one*year 
recovery, she participated in the 
Olympic trials. 

She could not go at full speed, 
however, and although she was se- 
lected as an alternaie, she was un- 
able to pariieipalc in llie 19X8 
Seoul Olympics. ■ 

She returned to Texas lor her 
senior year, and averaged 26. .1 
points. The last three years, she 
has played in Italy ami Japan. And 
now she is here. 

• •‘1 think today was the first time 
that the reality that I’m really pan 
• of this team took place." she said, 
after the game. "When we came 
out in uniforms and ilie crowd was 
there and everyone was excileil. I 
really felt a pan of this team." 

Davis was so committed to 
playing in the Olynipics that she 
postponed her wedding until next 
summer. After the Olympics, she 
will return to Japan, where there is 
a iliriving women’s professional 
league. 

Although Davis is thrilled to 


I'ull'ill a goal. Iliere is one huge , 
negative in her life, Her stepfather 
recently suUered a stroke. Davis 
prefers not to talk alxuii the tie- 
tails. Inn she said Thursday that 
his health is so poor that he eannoi

Turning point in the Pacific Theater 

Guadalcanal marks end of Japanese advance, threat to Australian continent

At 9:09 a.m. on Aug. 7. 1942 — exactly 
eight months afier Pearl Harbor — the first 
wave landed on Guadalcanal’s Red Beach. 

The l.st Marine Division, mostly apple- 
green and carrying bolt-action Springfield 
rifles from an earlier world war. waded in. 

Over the next six months and two days, 
history would be written in blood on this 90- 
mile-Iong junk of island Jungle. 

"Guadalcanal is not a name but an 
emotion." wrote historian Samuel Eliot 
Morison, "recalling desperate fights in the 
air. furious night naval battles, frantic work 
at supply or construction, savage fighting in 
the sodden jungle, nights broken by 
screaming bombs and deafening explosions 
of naval shells." 

Guadalcanal was a turning point — the 
original steppingstone for later invasions of 
Tarawa. Saipan, Peleliu, Iwo Jima, Okinawa, 
each island a hopscotch step closer to Tokyo 
Buy. 

And it was on Guadalcanal that a 
leatherneck legacy dawned in World War II. 
It provided the first indelible images of 


Marines as- 
^ saulting a beach 
and raising the 
U.S. flag on 
Japanese ground 
— the blueprint 
for Pacific 
victory. 

"I can't .say we 
started tite 
Marine Corps 
reputatibn, but 
we burnished it a 
Vr bit," said John B. 

Sweeney, a 
native of Columbus, Ohio, and a company 
commapder of Marine Raiders on 
Guadalcanal. 

"A lot of the guys — the fighters, the 
privates — they stuck at their po.sls and did 
everything that was asked, sometimes almost 
impossible tasks," Sweeney said. "And a lot 
of people got killed along the way. A lot of 
good men. You can’t forget them." 

To be sure, Guadalcanal wasn’t just a 
Marine Corps show. Every branch of the 
U.S. military — the Navy. Coast Guard. 
Army and combined air forces — had a hand 


in the battle on the ground, in tlie skies and 


This was total war. and it took bullets, 
bayonets, battleships, bombers and 
bulldozers to pay the first horrible 
installment on the price of victory. 

Guadalcanal was the first U.S. offensive of 
World War II. and the first time the Japanese 
Imperial Anny lost a piece of ground. It was 
an obscure place for one of hi.story's turning 
points. 

Located in the lower Solomon Islands, 
Guadalcanal was a largely uninhabitable 
British protectorate. The Japanest^ .seized it 
and cobbled an airstrip out ofthe jungle from 
which they could menace Australia, 1,000 
miles to the southeast. 

To stop them. President Roosevelt 
dispatched the Murines. They captured the 
air.strip and named it after Maj. Lofton 
Henderson, a Marine dive bomber pilot 
killed in June at the battle of Midway, the 
turning point afsea. 

The full force of the Tokyo war machine 
tried to take back Henderson Field. Three 
times, the Japanese scheduled U.S. .surrender 
ceremonies, only to be thwarted by Marines. 

During a dozen charges in a Sept. 12-14 


battle, the Japanese came within 1.000 yards 
of capturing the field. But Marine Raiders 
and paratroopers held on their last line of 
defense — Bloody Ridge or iidson’s Ridge, 
named for Col. Merritt A. I-dson, the 
commander of the I st Raider Ihitialion. "We 
were told we had to stay until you die to hold 
the line.” said Thomas Mullahey. a platoon 
leader on the ridge. "We never fell we'd get 
out of it, actually. We thought we’d either be 
paraded in cages in Tokyo or be pulling 
rick.shaws somewhere. It came out our way. 
By the skin of our teeth." 

For a hint of how tough it was. every 
Marine who wasn't on the island knew the 
rhyme; "Say a prayer for your pal on 
Guadalcanal." 

For starters, a 76-ship Navy task force 
withdrew on Aug. 9. with half the Marines 
equipment and too much of their food still 
aboard. Tokyo Rose taunted-the marooned 
Murines, who ate palm tree roots and 
cocoaniits to augment their meager nitions. 
On average, a com'oatanl lost 25 pounds. 

The slop and scum of Guadalcanal 
featured clouds of mosquitos, jungle rot, 
dysentery, leeches and tropical downpours. 
Grunts who survived combat faced the

The national commemoration 
of the battle of Guadalcanal will 
include a 10;30 a.m. wreath- 
laying ceremony at the U.S. 
Marine Corps Memorial in 
Washington, D.C., on Aug. 7. 

The memorial is the high 
point of the annual reunion of 
the 1st Marine Division 
Association. Veterans of the 
U.S. Army’s Amcrical and 25th 
divisions will also take part. 

On Guadalcanal, at dawn 
local time on Aug. 7, the new 
U.S. memorial will be officially 
dedicated. Carved in stone arc 
-these words: “May this 

memorial endure the ravages of 
time until the wind, rain and 
tropical storms wear away its 
face but never its memories.” 

On Aug. 8, two obelisk 
memorials will be dedicated at 
Bloody Ridge and at Henderson 
Field. Six other obelisks arc 
being built.

Mortgage applications 
begin to slow down 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Mortgage applications fell slightly 
in the week ended July 24 after two 
wgcks of double-digit gains 
prompted by falliitg interest rales, 
according to a trade association 
survey released niursilay, 

The Mortgage Bankers 
Association said its survey s|iowcd 
that tlic number of applications 
slipped 2.8 percent after rising 30,9 
percent in the week ended July 17 
and a dramatic 71.5 percent a week 
earlier. 

Association economist David 
Lereah said the decline was not 
surprising considering ihe big 
increases of the previous two weeks, 
"it’s hard to cniiiinuc at such a 
rapid pace." lie said. 

Despite the drrip. the level of 
applications remains near its peak, 
lie added. 

Tlic survey index was 333.0 last 
week, down slightly from its high of 
345.2 in the week ended Jan. 17. 
The index had fallen to 128. 2 on 
May I before rising again. 

The big gains came after the 
Federal Reserve slashed interest

Should Eiast have bid five hearts 
Instead of doubling?

The double by Elast was right; it 
was West’s lead that was wrong.

^Home Improvement’ star totes 
tart tongue, tough sense of humor

LOS ANGELES — Patricia 
Richardson thought she was going 
In be in a new comedy series called 
“Home Movies" — not “Home Im* 
provement." 

Bui she’s noi disappointed about 
the switch, undersiand.'tbly enough: 
ABC's “Home Intprovcfncni," 
which also stars comedian Tim 
Allen, was ihc only smash hit 
among Iasi fall's new shows. 

Richardson’s two earlier shows, 
“Eisenhower and Lutz” and "FM," 
were failures, and after “FM," she’d 
taken time off for the birth of iwias. 

When the twins wen: three 
months old, she was ci^l in “Home 
Movies." a .show created for ABC 
and Disney by Carol Black and Neal 
Marlcns, originators of "The Won- 
der Year;" and “Growing Pains." 

“They wrote the male lead for 
Daniel Stem, who narrates 'Tlie 
Wonder Years.’ but he decided not 
to do it.” Richardson said. ‘Twn 
they considered Michael Chiklis, 
but he went to 'The Commixh.’ 
Tticn they almost made a deal with 
Paul Reiser. 

“Then my agent called and .said 
ABC and Disney wanted to know if 
I’d .start work tomorrow on another 
pilot. They decided to shelve 'Home

Movies’ until ihcy could get the 
right actor. I w^lcd to do a film 
show without on audience. I didn’t 
know Tim Allen. TTwy .sent me a 
script and a tape of Tim’s special on 
Showtime." 

She loved the script, although it 
was "rmothcr family show, another 
wife, another mother part." And she 
thought Allen’s conwly tape was 
hilarious. 

At the time, she was i^pdcr con- 
tract to both Disney and ABC, so 
she had to commit to the "Home 
Improvement" role or else not work. 

"I figured I could make some 
money doing the pilot," she .said. "I 
knew the chances of it being picked 
up as a series were very slim. I went 
to work the next day.
